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PRESIDENTMAKES

TRUSTWARPLANS

Program Discussed in Two
Hours Conference with

Judiciary Committee.

WANTS SHORT SESSION

After White House Debate It Is Said
Congress Will Adopt Presi

dential Suggestions.

Four members of the House Judiciary
Committee spent two hours In conference,
with President Wilson on the anti-tru- st

program yesterday afternoon. In that
time they looked over and discussed the
President's special message on anti-tru- st

legislation, listened to an elaboration of
the views ct forth In that messace. In-

formed the President of Iho lines fol;
lowed in the tentative bills prepared by
a subcommittee, and camo away declar-
ing that nothing in the conference Indi-
cated the future necessity of materially
hanging the bills which the committee

has prepared.
Yesterday morning the Senate Commit-

tee on Interstate Commerce, headed by
Senator Ncwlands, went over much tho
same ground in the course of a two-ho- ur

conference.
Ono result of the two conferences is

that the leaders of both committees are
prepared to Include In the anti-tru- st pro- -
cram the Presidents interstate trade
commission idea, providing for a body
with fullest inquisitorial powers, which
will serve in an advisory capacity to the
courts In dealing with alleged viola
tions of the anti-tru- st laws. As a result
the leaders In the House committee have
determined to add this feature to the
program tentatively determined upon,
and the Senate committee understands
that the President will Insist upon this
feature.

Fonr Contention Made.
Tho President probably will read his

message on the trust question next Tues-
day or Wednesday. Only minor changes
were determined upotr as a result of
jesterday"s conferences. The message
deals with the question in broad terms
and bounds the President's policy with
four principle contentions. These arc:

1. That the legislation shall be definite
in character, talcing from the courts
much of. the discretionary power now
vested there In determining what con-
stitutes a combination in restraint of
trade.

2. That guilt must bo made pen-onal- .

directors of tinning corporations being
held directly accountable, and imposing
heavy liabilities both as to lines and Im-

prisonment.
3. Absolute prohibition against Inter-

locking directorates among corporations
which are or naturally would come in
competition with one another, this to in
clude banks, railroad lines, steamship
lines, industrial and trading companies.

4. The creation of a trade commission
as described above.

secrecy Order of Day.
Oniy four members of the House

Judlciarj Committee attended tho con-
ference, though it was. understood that
all Democratic members had been in-

vited. Many, however, were out of town.
Those who attended. Chairman Clayton
and Representatives Carlln, Floyd, and
Webb, have taken the lead in framing
the bills which it is expected the or-
ganization program will be based upon.

When the President was forced to
terminate the conference at 7 o'clock last
night, the conferees had just about start-
ed out on a practical basis, and it was
decided that another conference would be
held In the near future at the call of the
President. Deep secrecy marked all the
movements of the conferees, following
the session.

After leaving the President and be
fore meeting the waiting newspaper
men. the four gathered together, for
nil the world like a football team dis-
cussing signals immediately before or
during a game. and. with heads and
shoulders touching, decided upon what
not to tell the scribes. Then, still
crowding together, they timidly

and crowded around, while
Tncle Henry" Clayton Informed the
newspaper men that the four had been
in conference with the President and
had discussed the anti-tru- st question
along general lines. All attempts to
separate them were futile, and, though
it was long after dinner time, and the
four men live in widely different lo-

cations, they marched off across Penn-
sylvania avenue in the general direc-
tion of Rock Creek Park, and finally
hliook off the newspaper men. When
last sighted they were traveling in a
northwesterly direction, with their
heads and souldcrs still close to

ORGANIC ACT, HE SAYS

President of Connecticut Avenue As

sociation Scores Lawmakers for

Attitude Toward District.
The Connecticut Avenue Citizens Asso

elation last night elected the following
officers:

A speech opposing the present attitude
of the National legislators toward tho
District government was made by David
L. St Ike, retiring president, who said. In
part:

"It cannot be said that an exceeding
liberality has ruled the dealings of the
Federal government with the National
Capital. I believe that the most

of this as well as of other
citizens associations Js to protest and
take action against the encroachment
by the national legislators upon the
organic act.

"Unfortunately, Congress of late has
not only violated the spirit but also
the letter of the organic act. At pres
ent an evil genius seems to Inspire the
attitude of the lawmakers toward
Washington and Its people.

"The organic act was not an act of
liberty, but an act of equity. This act
has been curtailed in its operations more
than once, but not until within tho last
two or three years has there been an
actually vindictive spirit manifest In the
attitude of Congress toward the Dis
trict."

prisoners by the United States troops.

Delegate Wickersham Say Either Na-

tion or Guggenneims Must

Control Territory.

MAKES LONG SPEECH ON BILL

in support of the Alaskan railroad bill.
providing for the expenditure of 136,000,
000 for a government-owne- d and operated
railroad. .

"Shall the Federal government contro'
Alaska or the Guggenhelms?" shouted
Mr. Wickersham. "We have reached the
parting of the ways. It is either the" na
tion or the Guggenhelms."

Many of the members of the House are
in favor of a Federal railroad In the Ter
ritory and at all times during the debate
there were many Interested listeners.
Mr. Wickersham urged the railroad as a
government experiment. If for nothing
more.

Bering River coal received a set back
yesterday when Rear Admiral R. 8. Grif-fe- n,

chief of the bureau of steam en-

gineering, of the Navy Department, told
the House Naval Affairs Committee that
all government tests of Alaskan coal hCd
proven failures.

In the Senate, Senator Walsh, of Mon-
tana, was the principal speaker In sup-
port of the Alaska bill, which is the un-
finished business of the Senate. A vote
Is expected soon and It Is a foregone con-
clusion that the bill will pass, although
the Republicans will vote against it as a
rule.

Senator Norrls, of Nebraska, offered an
amendment authorizing the building and
operation by the Panama Railroad of a
line of steamers, numbering from ten to
twenty, to ply between the ports of
Alaska and those of North and South
America on the Pacific coast.

Senator John Sharp Williams sur
prised some of his colleagues by de
claring his opposition to the Alaska
railway bill, on the ground that a gover-

nment-owned railway would extend
government paternalism, enlarging the
number of government employes as
compared with the number of private
employes. ,

Senator Jones, of Washington, gave
notice of an amendment he will offer
limiting the mileage of the proposed
government railroad to 1,000.
